REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1 ands 3-7 remain in the application. Claim 1 has been 
amended. Claim 2 has been cancelled. 

The purpose of this supplemental amendment is to clarify that 
the conversion of /xmol/kg into ppm can only be done if the 
respective concentration range is directed to a specific 
substance and not to a class of substance such as alcohol. 
Therefore, the conversion provided in the amendment dated 
January 5, 2005 is just an example directed to the specific 
substance methanol. To convert /xmol/kg into ppm it is first 
necessary to convert "mol" into the molecular weight of a 
specific substance (for instance: 1 mol methanol = 32g; 1 mol 
ethanol = 46 g) . 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and allowance of 
claims 1 and 3-7 are solicited. 

In the event the Examiner should still find any of the claims 
to be unpatentable, counsel would appreciate a telephone call 
so that, if possible, patentable language can be worked out.
